Measuring the electron. 
' From out of gpace, born. evi- 
dently in the great cosmic reaches 
bf the universe, these newly discov- 
ered rays come to earth with a 
enetration at least a hundred 
times greater than the most pene- 
trating X-rays that..can be pro- 
in hospitals. Whereas X- 
ways will not penetrate a half inch 
metallic lead, it takes six feet 
of lead’ completely to absorb these 
cosmic rays which Dr. Millikan 
Said are “harder and more pene- 
trating than any which has before 
even been imagined.”’ 

Hearing Millikan was like being 

resent when the Curies announced 
the discovery of radium, Roentgen 
reported the first generation of X- 
ays or Hertz sent the first wire- 
less waves. 

Short Wave Lengths.

DENVER, Nov. 10.

HE board of directors of a 

Denver church has official- 

ly voted in favor of a 
“warm-blooded execution” for 
Barney Haughey, prominent 
attorney and politician, who is 
suffering from a malignant dis- 
ease, providing Haughey is 
found to be incurable and de- 
sirous of death, and a way can 
be found to take such action 
legally. 

The directors voted on the 
guestion at the request of 
Haughey, who lies in a hospital 
while physicians battle for his 
life. Haughey is a member of 
the institution—the Liberal 
Church—which, according to 
its Bishop, Frank H. Rice, has 
members in every State in the 
Union. 

Bishop Rice announced that 
the directors voted “‘as an offi- 
cial act of the church” favoring 
“the warm-blooded killing, 
based on our love and affection 
for Barney Haughey.”’ 

Haughey is 67 years old and 
was an independent candidate 
for the mayoralty of Denver at 
the last election. 

Haughey is suffering from 
cancer of the stomach. He-has 
no family or close relatives liv-

FEWER BROADCASTING 
STATIONS DECIDED ON 


Conference Declares for Re- 
duction and Hoover Says That 
Will Be His Policy. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10. — The 
fourth annual radio conference to- 
day went on record in favor of a 
sharp reduction in the present 
number of broadcasting stations, 
and Secretary Hoover indicated that 
the proposal would become the 
temporary policy of the Commerce 
Department. 

The Secretary said, however, that 
in some individual cases, stations 
would receive their licenses prv- 
viding there was a wave lengta 
available to . permit broadcasting 
without interference with estab- 
lished stations. 

The conference went on record 
as opposed to the sending of 
direct advertsing matter over 
the radio A resolution 
adopted in genera] session said the 
good will of the, radio audience 
was obtained and kept only through 
the broadcasting of entertaining 
programs of a high order. 

A subcommittee recommended 
that the conference go On record 
in favor of the _ discontinuance, 
either by legislation or mutual 
agreement, of the manufacture 
and sale of receiving sets which 
cause interference in radio recep- 
tion. 

The resolution would affect th 
output of several of the largest ra- 
dio manufacturing companies, and 
would have for its ultimate goal 
the elimination of service of many 
thousands of receiving sets now in 
use .

Dr. Howell T. Pershing, Denver 
alienist, was the last defense wit- 
ness. He testified that, in 
opinion, the country doctor was in- 
sane on the day he was found in 
the Blazer home in a stupor, lying 
beside the lifeless body of his first 
born.

Alienist’s Testimony. 

“The letters Biazer wrote, direct- 
ing disposition of his and his 
daughter's bodies, alone are enough 
to indicate to me that he was suf- 
fering from severe mental disor- 
der,” declared Dr. Pershing, who 
is a cousin of Gen. John J. Persh- 
ing. 

The doctor's testimony brought 
objection by Prosecuting Attorney 
Stone to the ruling of Judge John- 
son on the admissibility .of an- 
swers. In his ruling, Judge John- 
son briefly reviewed the testimony 
introduced. 

“I object to your reviewing the 
testimony,’’ Stone said. 

“I don't care what you, object 
to—g5 ahéad, Mr. Witness,’’ the 
Judge replied. 

When Stone questioned .Dr. 
Pershing on cross-examination re- 
garding the possibilities of recov- 
ery by the defendant from the state 
of mental disorder that prevailed 
when the girl was slain, the alien- 
ist launchéd into a technical dis- 
cussion of the “delicate border 
line,” where it was “impossible to 
distinguish normality from abnor- 
mality without the most intensive 
study and examination.” 

Dr. Pershing remained unshaken 
in his declaration that Blazer was 
not responsible for his acts during 
the period immediately preceding 
and following the slaying of the 
imbecile girl, on Feb. 24. 

Blazer himself occupied _ the 
stand the greater part of yesterday 
and told of the “spells” he suf- 
fered and of his fears that Hazel 
might become a burden on some 
one else and his abhorrence of 
having her placed in an institution 
in case he died suddenly, without 
leaving adequate provision for her 
maintenance. The defense plea is 
temporary insanity. 

Defense Procedure. 

Defense counsel dismissed the 
defendant himself from the wit- 
ness stand withous delving into its 
announced plan of contending that 
the “human husk’ Blazer killed 
with chloroform had no soul and 


‘that it was no crime to take her 


life. On the contrary, H. W. 
Spangler, defense counsel, drew 
from the physician the statement 
that he believed in immortality, 
and that he believed his daughter 
had a soul.

Capt. Robert Oldys Recalls 
Threat of Alien Power 


Against Panama Canal in

THINKS AIR FORCE 
IS IN CRITICAL STATE 


That U. S. Aviation Serv- | 
ice Compares Favorably 
With Other Powers. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—More 
defense witnesses were on hand to- 
day for questioning by Col. William 
Mitchell’s counsel in its attempt to 
justify the Colonel’s attacks on the 
administration’s aviation policies 
for which he is. being tried by an 
army court martial, charged with 
violating’ military discipline. 

The defense, in its opening state- 
ment by Representative Frank R. 
Reid, civilian counsel for Col. 
Mitchell, has declared specifically 
what it purposes to prove in sup- 
port of the Colonel’s charges of 
“incompetence and almost treason- 
able negligence” in the War and 
Navy Departments. 

With the witnesses so far  pro- 
duced, the court has given the de- 
fense an open road for the presen- 
tation of such evidence, over-ruling 
every important objection of prose- 
cution counsel. 

Under this procedure the trial 
yesterday became another occa- 
sion for thé bombardment of pres- 
ent aviation policies, with Capt. 
Robert Oldys and Major Car! Spatz, 
air service officers, firing the first 
salvo, after Major-General Amos A. 
Fries, chief of the Chemical War-, 
fare Service, had been questioned | 
as the first defense witness. 

Oversea’s Garrisons, 

Capt. Oldys testified at today’s 
session that the strength of over- 
seas air service garrisons on Sept. 
30 was: Hawaii, 85 officers and 
930 men; Panama, 58 and _ 678; 
and the Philippines, 71 and 621. A 
plan of territorial air defense 
worked out some years ago by the 
Lassiter board and approved by the 
Secretary of War, he said, never 
was carried into effect. 

Capt.- Oldys declared he had in 
his possession a letter wfitten by 
the American Minister to Guate- 
mala in 1923, warning of a scheme 
by “alien interests” to establish a 
foothold in Central America near 
the Panama Canal. 

The Minister, the witness said, 
unsuccessfully urged the Washing- 
ton Government to establish an air 
mail service to Central America. 
Actual presentation of the letter in 
evidence was delayed, temporarily 
at least, by objections from the 
prosecution. 

Capt. Oldys also quoted at length 
from the report presented by the 
Lassiter board. This report, he 
said, described the situation in the 
air service as “unfortunate and 
critical.’’ 

Objects to Objections. 

So many objections were inter- 
posed by prosecution that Col. 
Blanton Winship, law member of 
the court, reminded Col. Moreland, 
the prosecutor, of his previous 
statement that he would not object 
to testimony intended to prove the 
truth of Col. Mitchell's charges if 
it was offered in extenuation or 
mitigation. 

Col. Moreland said he must con- 
tinue to object on the ground that 
the evidence being offered was 
‘incompetent, irrelevant and not 
obtained from the best sources.” 


~ Capt. Oldys then told the Court 
that, while he was stationed in Ha- 
wali, there were so many forced 
landings and airplane smashes that 
there was a threat to hold pilots 
financiaify responsible for the loss 
of their craft.

Crowded Courtroom Hears 
Young Husband Pictured 
as Mentally Backward 
Slave of Girl.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Nov. 10. 


—Counsel for Mrs. Alice Jones 
Rhinelandet, now being sued for 
annulment of her marriage to 
Leonard Kip Rhinelander on the 


ground of fraudulent representa- 
tion of her race, today admitted in 
court that their client had some 
colored blood. The admission was 
made by Lee Parson Davis, chief 
of defensé counsel at the opening 
of his outline of what the defense 
expects to prove. He said: 

“The defense counsel hereby 
withdraws the previous denial an; 
to the blood of this defendant and 
for the,.purposes of this trial and 
to shorten the trial, admits that 
the defendant has some colored 
blood,” 

Davis then asked Supreme Court 
Justice Morschauser to instruct the 
jury to disregard that -portion of 
the outline of the plaintiff's case 
made yesterday by Isaac N. Mills, 
which referred to the mental de- 
velopment of young Rhinelander. 
He also objected to the portion of 
Mills’ outline which cast reflections, 
on the “good name” of the defend- 
ant. Justice Morschauser refused 
to instruct the jury on these points, 
holding that they were relevant. 

Davis contended that it was 
young Rhinelander’s father, Phil 
ip Rhinelander,, who was behind 
the annulment suit. 

“The Rhinelander millions,” he 
said, “not Leonard’s, but. Philip’s, 
are back of this move to crush a 
concededly humble family to save 
what they consider to be an ancient 
name, trailing back to the Hugue- 
nots of New Rochelle. It was not 
enough that they should enter this 
humble home and take this girl, 
but because the father gets cross 
about it, he has to drag her in the 
mud.‘ 

Forced His Attentions. 

Mrs. Rhinelander’s counsel said 
young Rhinelander forced his at- 
tentions for months on Alice Jones, 
had accepted night after night the 
hospitality of her family and had 
met many of her relatives. When 
the question of marriage arose, 
Davis quoted him as saying: “We'll 
have to keep this secret.” 

Alice Jones frequently had ex- 
pressed doubt as to the advisability 
of the marriage, Davis asserted. 

Davis said that in meeting Alice’s 
relatives he must have seen traces 
of negro blood in them. 

“But yet they say,” he contin- 
ued, “that he had no suspicion that 
there was colored blood around.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Jones, Alice’s par- 
ents, met in England when he was 
a coachman and she a cook, Davis 
continued. Jones, classed as @ mu- 
latto, was accepted in white circles 
because of a different attitude to- 
ward race questions in that coun- 
try. Their home in New Rochelle, 
he described as “on an alley but as 
neat and clean as any mansion on 
Fifth avenue.” Alice worked as 
a maid to support herself and her 
family. 

“Qould Wreck Life.” 

Davis intimated that he 
might produce letters written by 
young Rhinelander to his future 
wife, if the plaintiffs continued to 
introduce her letters to him. 

“If they wish to start throwing 
mud,” he told the jury, “I'll wreck 
this boy by his own letters.” 

Although the defense had con- 
ceded that Mrs. Rhinelander was 
of “colored blood,” Rhinelander’s 
attorneys held that it was legally 
necessary to introduce proof of this 
and Mills introduced family birth 
records, marriage certificates and 
insurance applications. In all of 
these various members of the Jones 
family were described as “black” 
. “mulatto.”

JS PROSERUTION 
IN CARLETON CASE 
VIRTUALLY CERTAIN 


Fraudulent Ferguson-Mc- 
Kinney Statement Sent’ 
Through Mails to New 
York Bankers.

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Federal 
prosecution of Murray Carleton and 
Forrest- Ferguson, on charges of 
misusing the mails, now seems vir- 
tually certain. 

Examination of the correspond- 
ence files of a New York banking 
creditor of the Ferguson-McKinney 
Manufacturing Co. today disclosed 
that the fraudulent financial state-

Preliminary estimates have been 
that the St. Louls and Eastern 
banka which loaned $3,300,000 on 
the strength of the false financial 
statement will receive only 25 cents 
on the dollar tn repayment of the 
loans. 

The bank files, which the corre- 
spondent today was permitted to 
see in so far as they related to the 
subject of the method of the trans- 
mission of the statement to the 
Eastern banks, contained the letter 
from Murray Carleton which was 
included in the forma] statement is- 
sued a week ago by the bankers’ 
committee in St. Louis. 


Contents of Carleton Letter. 


Accompanying the letter was the 
balance sliecet prepared by the New 
York accounting firm of Mitchell 
& Simson, which failed to disclose 
the true condition of the company. 
The Carleton letter purported to 
show net profits of $180,523.41 for 
the year 1924, when the bankers’ 
committee has reported there were 
large losses instead of profits.

Thus Ferguson's personal indebt- 
edness to the company now stands 
at $259,000, for which the rgu- 
son-McKinney Co. has only his “I.

Search so far has disclosed no 
assets of Ferguson that will meet 
a fraction of that sum. He ‘was

An Ironic Witness. 

It was an ironic witness that As- 
sistant Attorney-General Caruthers 
faced when he began his cross- 
examination of Dr. Briggs in the 
afternoon. During the morning the 
former dean had been examined by 
his own attorney, Frank Coffman. 
Even then his apparent impatience 
at the close questioning to which 
he had been subjected had burst 
forth frequently in sarcastic com- 
ments and impatient remarks. 

“Good Lord, you don't ha’e to 
make that public, too.” he had said 
when Coffman asked him if he had 
not been operated upon recently 
for a cataract He admitted. how- 
ever, that a cataract had impaired 
his eyesight for the past three or 
four years and asserted that his 
vision was fast fading. 

As evidence of this fact he used 
a magnifying glass to read the 
various exhibits set before him and 
entered irascible protests when he 
was asked to read more than a few 
words. 

On cross-examination his tre was 
directed particularly at Dr, Waite. 
he Western Reserve University pro- 
fessor whose testimony in ‘criticism 
of P. and S. College is the State’s 
chief reliance in making its case. 

Calls Watte a “Snooper.” 

“Our board of trustees knew 
more about running a medical 
school that you do,” Dr. Briggs 
said to Caruthers at one stage of 
the cross-examination, “or that old 
snooper, either.” indicating Dr.

Caruthers’ cross-examination of 
Pr. Briggs was not of the hard- 
riding variety. After a few pre- 
liminary questions, the witnéss set- 
tled back in his chair in apparent 
relief at the consideration shown 
him and picked abstratrtedly at a 
throat lozenge which he had held 
in his hand during the direct ex- 
amination. | 

The State’s questioning centered 
about specific students’ irecords. Dr.

to today. She began here in a 
small way, buying two, four, then 
six-family flats, turning them over 
48 quickly as possible at ‘a profit 
and re-investing. 

Problem of Financing. 

“The whole business of success- 
ful real estate dealing is to be 
properly financed,” she continued. 
“By that, I mean the income of 
the building must be more than 
balanced with the outgo.

Where Will It End? 


E have with us today Willie 

Hoppe, who has behind him 
the remarkable record of having 
held a world’s championship for 
17 years and before him the pos- 
sibility of coming back from de- 
feat to win it once more.

Capitalizing Football. 

APITALIZING football repu- 
tation is becoming the thing. 
Either the player can become a 
coach, or he can play profession- 
al football. Perhaps, like Eddie 
Kaw of Principia, he can do 
both. Eddie plays with the Benld 
team on Sundays and guides the 
Principians the remainder of the 
week. 

The work required to develop 
money-earning status in football 
is amazingly small. A total ap- 
prenticeship of about 800 hours 
(which would make a little over 
three months’ work, at eight 
hours a day) turns out a foot- 
ball star, ready to coach or to 
play “‘pro’’ football—or do both. 

The earning capacity is de- 
pendent on the publicity gained 
by the player in his college ca- 
reer, but varies roughly, say from 
$4000 to $15,000 and up. 

Good “pro” football players of 
reputation earn $100 a game. 
Good coaehes get not less than 
$5000 a season. 

Thus, with an apprenticeship 
of a little over three months a 
coach is able to earn from $5000 
up. 

- . . 

A Short Apprenticeship. 
HERE do we get that three 
months? 

The average football life of a 
Grange is eight years, as follows: 
Four at high school, one on the 
college freshman team and three 
with the varsity. There are about 
60 days of practice and contest 
during @ season. Counting Sun- 
days and rest days out, and an 
average practice of one and one- 
half hours daily, that’s 90 hours 
a season for eight years—say 
roughly 800 hours, adding 80 
hours to the figures for good 
measure.
